And having received. a Report from Sir Thomas 
Barrington, heing FR That the people up-

- ot. the firft knowledge: given' them thar-the 
P. A-RLLA ME N T:rrequired they ſhoald-for- 
bear the ſearching of 'any houſes for Arms or 
Ammunition, or the taking goods out of any 
houſe, otherwiſe then 1s or ſhall be dire&ted by 
the Parliament, or without the afſiftance of ſome 
of thoſe Perſons, who are by both Hotiſes of Par- 
liament declared, that they ought to be preſent. 
The people did herenpon ſpeedily yield obedi- 
ence, and with-drew -themſelves-1n-a. peaceable 
manner, and as they were required did make re- 
ſtitution of Plate, Money, and many other goods, 
by them taken from ſuch as were pretended to 
be Popiſh Recuſants, andiother -Malignaut per- 
ſons, and that they had expreſſed great Zeal and 
forwardneſle to comply with the dire&ions of 
the Parliament for the future. © 
The Lords and Commons do therefore De- 
clare, that they reſent the aforeſaid expreſſions 
of the People, and their ready obedience as a te- 
ſtimonie of that datifull affe&tion 'which they 
beareto the Parliament, and to the preſent ſer- 
vice of the Kingdom; And do hereby Order and 
Declare, That all perſons whoſoever, that have 
taken either Money, Plate, or any other goods, 
out Of the houſe, or houſes, or from the perſons 
of any whoſoever , without the ſpeciall Com- 
mand or Order of both, or either Houſe of Par- 
liament, Shall forthwith reftore the ſame to the 
parties from whom they y:cre taken, or __ 
wiſe 
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wile be procceded FR as the Lords and Com- 
mons ſhall further dire, upon complaint made; 
and as both Honſes of Parliament havebin,&will 
be very carefull to preſerve the peace of the King- 


dom',* by. difarming of all Recuſants, and ſuch 


others as ſhall be known, or juſtly ſuſpe&ed to be 


Enemies therennto, and to the pious and good 


indeavours of this Parliamett ; and to that pur- 
oſe have by a Decſaration paſſed by aſſent of 
oth Houſes _ the 23.of Auguſt laſt expreſ- 
ſed, what perſons ſhall be intruſted for the mana- 
ging of that ſervice. | 
They dohereby further Order and Command, 
That no perſon whatſoever do prefume, either 
alone or accompanted wirh orhers, ro break, or 
violently enter the houſe of any, whoſoever under 
colour or gr of diſarming Recuſants, or 
other 'perſons pretended to be Enemies to the 
Peace of the Kingdom , without the particular 
Command of ſuch as are intruſted,or deputed by 
the Parliament. | 

And it is further declared, That ſpeciall and 
ſpeedy care be raken herein for the ſecurity of the 
Kingdom , and particularly for. the County of 
Eſſex', from whom they have received ſo many 
expreſſions of their duty to the ſervice of rhe pub- 
like; though the Parliament cannot but let them 
now that ſeverall violent Aftions by ſome of 
them unwarrantably committed, are extremely 
difallowed : But, as the Lords and Commons 
declare, 
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obey the Commands of beth or either Hoy- 
ſes of PARLIAMENT, fo they do' re- 
ſolve, that they will inflit exemplary puniſh- 
ment on all ſuch according to their ſeverall de- 
merits, as ſhall be refraftory and diſobedient to 
theſe their Commands made known to them, 
and by all good wayes and means will further en- 
deavour to bring them to a legall tryall for fuch 
their offences ; Burt for the encouragement of 
thoſe who have been forward and aQtve 1n the 
ſervice of. the Common-wealth, Ir is thought 
fit to givethem notice, that thoſe eight horſes ta- 
ken from Sir Foha Lucas and brought upto the 
Parliament by Sir Themas Barrington, and inten: 
dedby Sir Johz Lucas for the ſirengthning ofa 
Malignanr party, are delivered by Commandt9 
the Lord Generall, to be by him imployed. for 
the preſervation of the Kingdom, and the Parlias 
ment hath cauſed the ſaid Sir Joha Lacas and 
Maſter. Newconz to be committed ro ſeveral! 
Priſons, And it is Refolved thar they ſhall be 
brought to their ſeverall trialls, and receive ſuch 
puniſhment 25 ſhall appear to be juſt according 
ro their demerits, and like proceedings hall be 
had againf all ſuch as ſhall be found diſturbers of 
the peace of that Coudty. | | |
